Sebastien Charles de la Barre 


In the old province of Hainaut, lying between Valenciennes in France and Charleroi in Belgium, a 
family lived at the end of the eae century, participating largely in the social rise. Jean Francois de la Barre 
(+1724) was knighted in 1685 and his son Philippe Joseph (1695 - 1729) received the title of baron in 
1726. Their'family goal’, becoming rich, enter into alliances to reach the highest possihle nobility, was 
pursued by the eldest son of Philippe Joseph, Charles Joseph Trophee (1725 - 1788) with a certain 
tenacity and even a bit of brutality. In order to give some impression of reasonability of their demand, 
the'Barre of Flanders’, as they qualified themselves, pretended they descended from a certain Richard de la 
Barre, who lived in Flanders in the 13" century. It is not impossible that this genealogy is'forged’ at the 
end of the 17" century. 


Their main manor was the castle of the Follie, near Encaussine-d'Enghien, in the centre of the 
Austrian Hainaut. Their possessions were spread over the whole province, passing even the French 
frontier. This related to an allotment of wood or pasture with a farm, or even a large domain. About 1700 
the family income of the two brethren, Sebastien Charles and Ferdinand Joseph, reached over 27.000 
Hainaut livres. 


Sebastien Charles was the eldest son of Charles Joseph Trophee. It is not known when he was 
born, but he was baptised on 7 January 1753. Although the father had become rich he was but a 
provincial notable, the son had to prove the value of his blood by arms. Already in 1769, hardly 16 years 
old, Sebastien Charles joined the Wallonian infantry regiment of Saxen-Gotha, commanded by his 
godfather the Count of Clerfayt, later becoming Austrian fieldmarshall. His father offered him the patent 
of captain. 


The arms were the first deception of Sebastien Charles: he was sent to a Luxemburg garrison, 
where he tried to live from his pay and a meager pension from his father. When the chance came to prove 
his value during the Bavarian Succession War (1778 - 1779), he was recovering from a grave illness, 
which kept him far from the what was a ‘lace war’. 


Disillusioned Sebastien Charles resigned in 1779. During his stay in the garrison in Luxemburg 
Sebastien Charles met Barbe Francoise de la Marche, a very nice person, whom he courted and wished to 
marry. Accepted by his future family- in-law, he suffered the refuse of his father, who thought the 
Luxemburg families too little provident to contribute to the 'family plan’. Sebastien Charles went on 
addressed to his father 'respectful reminders’, which stayed without effect, and equiped with the consent of 
his colonel, the Prince de Lignel, he married Barbe Frangoise on 19 December 1775. Father Charles 
Trophee took this case so violent that he broke contact with his eldest son and reconciled only two years 
later. This love marriage was blessed with three children, Agathe (1776 - 1845), who married in a pure 
romantic style her uncle Ferdinand Joseph, the younger brother of Sebastien Charles, receiving a son 
Ferdinand Charles (1795 - 1824), then Isabelle (1778 - 1779), who lived only two months, and finally 
Charles Hyancinthe (1783 - 1811). 


Alas! The love story did not last. Barbe Frangoise accused her husband of having infected her 
with a veneral disease and refused further contact with him after the third pregnancy. From 1783 on the 
partners did no more stay together and separated officially in 17877, and after the annexation of Hainaut 
by France they were divorced in 1805. Until the death of the baroness in 1832 the dispute went on, this 
time about the amount of the alimentation. 


The defeat of the nuptial life was one of the disillusions, which marked the life of Sebastien 
Charles, and he had many others. Having paid a high price for a manor provided with the right of high 
justice, which permitted him to join the body of Luxemburg nobility, he was three years later deprived of 
this right by the reforms of Joseph II. Heir to the family fortune in 1788 at the death of Charles Trophee, 
who managed to be recognized in 1787 as'belonging to the old nobility’, he was involved in the revolutio- 
nary torments. He accumulated with whis brother Ferdinand Joseph the wrong attitude and secret 
engagements, he made himself suspect with the French as well as with the Austrians. He greeted with 
enthousiasm the arrival of Napoleon, who gave him a kind of tranquility, he piped down quickly when he 
discovered that the positions of French law on divorce imposed him to pay an alimentation. Joyous with 
the fall of the emperor he greeted with joy the constitution of the kingdom of the Netherlands in 1814, but 


enraged subsequently on the Batave pretention to impose the Dutch language in his native Hainaut. 


However, Sebastien Charles continued to increase his fortune. The 'family plan’, hampered by the 
French Revolution and its consequences, was oriented anew to an ambition, better adapted to the new 
sera: acquire power by money. But for that goal heirs were needed, the family should last longer. 
Sebastien Charles saw successively die his two male descendants, his son Charles Hyancinthe in 1811 and 
his grand-son Ferdinand Charles in 1824. 


During the Iast years of his life he had no hope nor plan, being obstinate only in his struggle with 
Barbe Frangoise. He did not participate in the Belgian revolution of 1831 and fled in the lecture and 
writing of many - and futile - notes on the receipts of the crops and the maintenance of his garden. He died 
12 December 1838 after having made his last will, which starts with a long religious meditation and the 
evocation of his tenderly beloved son. 


It seems we can range Freemasonry among the range of disillusions Sebastien Charles suffered. 
Proposed by the Prince d'Aremberg, and the support by the Marquis de Gages he was initiated on 21 
December 1774 Entered Apprentice in the Worshipful Lodge 'La Vraie et Parfaite Harmonie’ at the Orient 
of Mons. On 3 January 17?S, according the usage of the period, he was advanced to the degree of 
Fellowcraft and already on 30 January raised to the Master degree. Sebastien Charles stayed a member of 
the lodge to at least 1778 and seems to have been in contact with Freemasonry until the Revolution. 


Sebastien Charles' library was imposing and contained no less than 1100 titles and 2.600 
volumes, according to the catalogue he made of it himself. It was composed in the usual manner and 
comprised: 

History 47% Law 3,5% 
Literature 31% Theology 1,6% 
Science and Art 16%. Various 0.9% 

It is in this last category that the masonic documents are classified, representing the'De la Barre 
collection’. It is evident that we are very thankful we received permission to publish the rituals of the 
collection of the Count de la Barre. We want to express here this gratitude to the Count de Lichtervelde. 
Due to the exhibition he organised the importance of these documents came to light. But it is also due to 
the alertness of Jacques Huyghebaert, who saw these documents and obtained permission to have them 
copied. In this way important material became available to the masonic searchers. 


It shows that apart from the Craft degrees nine degrees do occur in both collections. But the 
differences are even more striking, for Mirecourt shows the degrees of Master of the Lodge, Knight of the 
East and Knight Rose Croix, whereas de la Barre contains the Prince of Jerusalem, Prussian Knight and 
Grand Master ad Vitam. 


All six degrees were lateron incorporated in the Rite of Perfection, which fact is an indication of 
the ritualistic value of them. A degree like the Ilustrious for example, which occurs in many collections, 
was dropped. Besides, it should be noted that the degrees, which are specific for the de la Barre collection, 
are precisely those, which were introduced into the Clermont group. 


A comparison with another collection, Kloss XXXII, shows more parallels in structure and 
especially the first degrees after the Craft are the same. At least the names are so and in this respect 
attention must be given to the fact that the Elect degrees, which we now know as Elect of nine, Elect of P. 
and Elect of fifteen, are named here First Elect, Second Elect and Third Elect. This points to the 
probability of one degree, which at a later stage was split up into three. 

A similar process could be concluded from the Architecture degrees. It is, however, more 
complicated, as the degrees gradually switched over to the Ecossais degrees. At first sight the Mirecourt 
documents should then prove the similarity, but only the names are identical. So this line does not give us 
the solution. 


The Perfect Master (Maitre Parfait) is the first after the Craft degrees, occurring in both 
collections. This implies that the Secret Master was not yet known. The earliest form of this degree 
specifically mentions that the Secret Master is only an introduction to further progress, as it is expressed 
in the Bonseigneur Rituals. As a consequence of this approach some Grand Lodges may even have 


dropped the degree. 


Unfortunately the Perfect Master is missing in the de la Barre collection, sothat no comparison 
can be made. The next degree is that of Little Elect of nine. De la Barre presents it as 'Elect, First degree’. 
The content of the ceremony is in both cases identical, but the discours is completely different. The main 
theme is that Perignan found Abiram. This theme should have been used in the next degree. This 
document only mentions the sad end of the other two traitors, but gives no details. These were reserved 
for the Third Elect. 


The well-known letter of 1761, in which the brethren of the lodge at Metz compare tlreir degrees 
with those at Lyon, clearly demonstrates that the Elect degrees were not worked at Metz, even not known. 
It is therefor the more striking that these degrees were known at Mons. 


The Royal Arch degree, occurring in the list of both lodges, is the following. Mirecourt only gives 
a historical discourse adding Sign, Token and Word. The de la Barre is a complete ritual (as they all are) 
indicating that the candidate enters as a True English Master. This degree is now called Intimate 
Secretary. 
The discours is interesting, because it places the ceremony at the moment Hiram, King of Tyre, came to 
King Solomon to complain about the arid present Solomon gave him, the land of Cabul. They are then 
with two and raising one of the Masters would make the three, neeessary to pronounce the Word. This is 
the reason the Masters approach Solomon. 


Contrary to the usual triangular altar in this ritual it is a broached thurnell on which is written the 
Sacred Name. After discovering this treasure, Gibellum descended again, with his companions, and to this 
end they made three rope ladders . The tracing board shows, however, wooden ladders. 


Although the degree of Illustrious had no long life, it occurs in both collections. They are largely 
similar and the Mirecourt lecture refers for a number of questions and answers to the degree of Little 
Elect. These two factors may indicate the relatively subordinate position of this degree. 


The next degree occurring in both collections is the Architecture range. De la Barre shows three 
separate rituals, whereas Mirecourt combines the three in one ceremony, representing the Master 
Architect. These rituals are basically identical. The picture in the Mirecourt ritual showing the vices is 
comparable to the de la Barre tracing board. 


These three degrees are followed by Little Architect and Grand Architect, which lateron are 
similar to Apprentice Ecossais and Master Ecossais, but are hardly comparable in this case. The Grand 
Architect is, however, the same as the Sublime Knight Elect, the 1 lg degree of the Rite of Perfection, for 
making things more complicated. 


The 16'" document is the True and Perfect Ecossais. As the name does not remind of a parallel, 
but the contents do, we looked up the 14” degree of the Franeken rituals of 1783. It shows that the text of 
the ceremony is surpisingly identical, nearly word for word. The lecture, however, does contain some 
similar questions and answers, but as a whole the two show no resemblance. Zeal, fervor and constancy 
are the core of the lecture of the de la Barre lecture, so a moralistic content. The lecture of the 14" degree 
of the Francken rituals is more factual, rehearsing the main clements of the preceeding degrees. 


The document finally contains the statutes and rules for the Order of Grand and Perfect Ecossais 
in 12 articles. 
The Knight of the East dating from about 1748 and occurring in both collections sets an earliest date, if 
no updating took place. 


Unfortunately enough the ritual of the de la Barre range is missing. Strange enough the Knight 
Kadosch is represented in both collections. It will be borne in mind that the ritual, which is the basis of the 
Kadosch degree, the ladder with seven rounds, existed long before it became the Kadosch degree. We 
have to be carefull. The Mirecourt document only shows the lecture in which the word Kadosch was added 
later. The de la Barre document is a complete ritual, the lecture being rather short, whereas the legend 
refers to the Knights of the Temple. It differs, however, largely from the usual story as for example shown 


in the Francken rituals. The explication of the mysterious ladder, here with eight rounds, confirms the 
words pronounced by Jacques de Molay during his interrogation by the pope. The usual letters are on thee 
other part of the ladder. 


It is but a short survey of the documents of the de la Barre collection, but it may give an 
impression of the rituals. They seem to be comparable with those of Mirecourt, but there is a strong 
argument not to put them on the same line. The differences of the degrees are too many an although both 
lodges were oriented on Paris, there must have been other influences which caused a number of deviati- 
ons. There were many currents at Paris, Mirecourt having connections with the Grand Lodge, the Marquis 
de Gages having direct contact with the Count of Clermont. But also the lodge at Metz may have 
influenced Mirecourt, and so the lodge at 
Lille may have had some on that at Mons.
